Fibbers Bhould Liivo long mocaoiiss. 
We nro concerned to find that onr con- 
temporary of theStandordbas a very short 
: -one. About.a week ago we obaiged that 
lit had published an article suggesting the 
abandopment of the cofferdam work. Af- 

'^ter resting under the obfirgo for live or 

six days— long eno'ngh to ulYonl it room 
to hope tliut its article had beou forgotten 
—it yesterday ilonied that it bad suggest- 
ed abandonment. Very well; bero are 
our contemporary's own worda. If bo 
cau twist and turn thorn into auy otbor 
shape tban that in which ho at Jirst in- 
tended, bo is wolcomo to do so: 
t- "We think, in juatioo to the Province, 
the Government ought to give the people 
the chance of saying whether they are 
disposed to spend any money on the cof- 
ferdam, the probability of the dock over 
being built having become so extremely 
roinotc. ^Ve cannot ayree xcith the Oovcrn- 
vient that it would bo a good plan to build 
the cofferdam and trust to Provideuco for 
the rest of the work." 

The scope and lendenoy of the above 
extract will be underaiood when we say 
that it was intended as a reply to nn arti- 
cl.i iu this paper nrgiug the Government 
to insist on the present ooutraolors push- 
jng the coffi-rdam on to rupid coiupletioii, 
with the alteinalivo of confiscation. If 
4' .^the Goverumout wore to follow the advice 
• ''of the5/aKc/ar(/, viz.: to Avait until ihoy 
had consulted the people as to whether 
the oofiferdata should be completed or 
not. Reed Bros. & Oo. woxxld escape 
from tho conseciuonces of their default 
uud change places with tho Province, 
which would then become tho defaulter. 
T. As to our remarks respecting tho iniibili- 
' ty of the Government to construct the 
main work from th« resources now at 
their command, they are unassailable. 
Should the Canadian Government con- 
tinue to deny thi. Province simple justice 
in the mutter, and aboiilJ tho Imperial 
Govorniuent decline to supplement their 
grant of £50,000, the only lecoiirao of tho 
Government will bo to largely inorensa 
taxation, which WQ feel conlidenfc they 
will not do until after an appeal to this 
people. An for tho cofTordam; well, it 
must go on. Originally designed asan eleo- 
tioiircring "tjkit" by Walkem & Co., who 
knew what Reed Bros. & Co.'a tender was 
br t'oro tL.e day fur opening the bids ar- 
rived (!) acd fenced with that eminent 
firm for six moutbs, ovontually forcing 
them to buy out a local fi;m whose bid, 
by an extraordinary coincidence, was a 
fow hundred dollars lower(l),it was never 
iutoudcd to he commenced in earnest. 
Th(5 retirement of Walkem & Co. from 
power brought more capable and boiieat 
mou to the front, who ascertained that 
their predecessors had not completed the 
first and most essential part of the busi- 
ness: they had not purchased the site for 
the dock before awarding the contraot! 
u>^'^o sapply this strange omission and start 
' ■^KoVoffordam were amongst the first ofH- 
oial acts of the present Govornmont. That 
the conlractors have fuiloil to perform 
their part of the agreement ia not the 
fault of tho Government, whose duty it 
- will shortly bo to take a very decided 
- step. No artiolo lias appeared in tiiis 
<jouraal advocating abanclonment. To 
Biiggest a change of policy is not' to advo 
cate repudiation. Tho first proposition 
of the kind, as we have shown, came from 
our contemporary. Against the adoption 
of that proposition we have taken and 
intend to take strong and decided grounds.

The notoriety given the bonk by the pros- 
ecution of the publishers in.sured its rapid 
salo. Thousands had their attention'diawu 
to it who would otherwisonover have hoard 
of it. Ono hundred tliousuiid copies wore 
disposed of iu a few weeks and the de- 
mand was increasing when the result of 
tho trial (the jury returned a verdict of 
guilty, in direct opposition to tho Tiord 
Chief Justice's charge) caused itn prohi- 
bition. Tho prosecution w:.s illadviKcd, 
as it has given tho Fruits of rhilosopliy a 
notoriety it could never hare acquired on 
its own merits. Still, it will have tho 
effect of patting a stop to tho farther issue 
of a most misehievons work

THE BmUALS BILL. 



The Imperial Government have with- 
drawn the Burials Bill on the ground 
that tho Government could not consent 
to throw oijeu tho church gnivoyards to 
Nonconformists. Lord Harrowby's amend 
ment to the Bill in Committee was past ed 
by a majority of thirteen. This amend- 
ment, if allowed, would have settled the 
wIidIo controversy between the Charon 
and tho No iconforuiists, by permission 
being accovucd to clisnoiiting [jarishioncrs 
to bury their dead in the paii.sb church- 
yards with Bucli roligioua servicoa an they 
might deem fitting. Tho main argument 
for the ministerial nieaaure was that the 
creation of new churchyards was demand- 
ed on sanitary oonsiderations, and by the 
withdrawal of the Bill the Government 
arn placed ill the ididUrd position of hav- 
ing to confesa thoy deem tlio Hpread of 
(lisx'aiio by overcrowded churohyards to 
be a maiter of less importanco than the 
retontiou of th« exclusive right of per- 
foimunce of the Anglican service in the 
burial grounds of the establishment. 
Lord Harrowby is a strong churchman. 
His amend men t had tlio Hupport and rota 
of tho Archbishop of Canterhiirv, wlio in 
more than .lu.spccted of having "lobbied" 
in favor of its adoption, and nil tha ]>oora 
who voted for tho iimeudment are friend- 
ly to tho Church and opposed to diaestab- 
lishmeot; bat the saccasa of the amend- 
ment in the Lords isdne to the opposition 
of the Rituali.sta, wLoHo unpopularity is 
iucrcasing daily. Tiio passage of tlie 
amondment in a body like tlio Lord.'^ 
ought to have convinced tho Government 
that further resis'taneo ij nsolesa. Befort, 
very long — perhaps next session — the 
emendment will be aooepted by the Gov- 
ernment, and the controversy ended for- 
ever. Tho feeling that would deny a boiiy 
tho rite of soiiulturo iu " God'o Acrii " 
bccauHO certain rites arosonglit to bo per- 
formed over it, ia unworthy tlio Nuio- 
teenlli Century, and must give way be- 
fore the enligUteaed spirit of the age. 

"THE FRUITS OF PHUOSOPHY. " 



A very favourable reiriew . appeared 
lately in the London "Times" of two 

volumea of sormoiiH which Imvo just 
beou ])ubli8hed. Ono of tho volumes 
iaby Vrincipiil Tulloch of .St. Andrews. 
It ia coraposcd of aonnous preached 
before the Queen at Cratbio, and is 
entitled "Some Faots of Beligiou and 
Life." The oilier is by Mr. Set vice, 
minister of Inch, "Wigtownshire, and 
is entitled "Salvatioii Hero and Here- 
after." The following are tho roiuarks 
in the "Times" oa the two volumes:— 
It may be worth while at such a tiuia 
to ask what proofs tbo Oliunih of Scot- 
laud can show of living continually 
with its illustrious teachers of former 
times, what proofs of that culture aud 
freedom which is the especial boast of 
a National Church to foster? Wo be- 
lieve • thatj never, since the litoraiy 
splendor o£ thd Scottish Cburcli in the 
middle of the last century, has it pro- 
duced so many genuine fruits of learn- 
ing and piety as at the present time. 
Tliere are several names that might 
be cited, but we will confine ourselves 
to two volumea which have lately ap- 
peared, and which, in boldness of 
thought aud depth of insight iuto the 
real wants of the time, have not, we 
venture to say, been surpiissetl by auy 
corresponding volmaos that have aj)- 
poared during tho last ten years south 
of tlie Tweed. 

The first is a collection of sermons 
proachod before tho t^ueen by Dr. Tul- 
loch, Principal of St. Mary's Hull, in 
the University of St. Andrews. Tliere 
ia, perhaps, a want of literary poli-di 
which might have been expected from 
BO accomplished a writer as the author 
of the "History of llation.nl Theology 
in the Church of England." 

The readers stumble at Iho rcueti- 
tions of the formal bpeniugs and ter- 
minations of sermons which by the 
hearer are received as- a matter of 
course These and like bloiuishes 
might easily ho rrrnovcd. But the 
substance of tho discourses k woi tliy 
of the manly, robust, yet fcrvX'ut failli 
which makes tho Cburoh of Scotland, 
on the whole, the firmest bulwark 
which tho country posseffses of a Pro- 
testant, rcttbouablu ruligioii. 

The other volume comes from an- 
other quarter. It is the product not 
of one of the ancient seats of Scottish 
learning, nor of a tlieologiaii already 
well known in the walks uf liltnitiirts 
but of au obscure minister in a retired 
parish in tbo extremities of Galloway. 
Hero, again, wo may lay our lingers 
on provincialisms of expression which 
an English writer would instinctively 
avoid. But any such Doric touclic's 
of northern nationality may bo we ll 
pardoned for the sake of the universal- 
ity of sentiment and thought which 
liervades. 

The whole of these volumes are in 
this strain. To those who think that 
tho Church of Scothuid is bound up in 
a narrow Calvinism, it niust bo a sur- 
prise to find 
with a spirit 

would have honored, which Schleicr- 
mncher would have welcomed, and 
which Colerid/jo would have envied. 
But 80 it is. It is clear that wli.ilovor 
in tho clash of parties and tho fear of 
rival chapters becomes of the .Tiieicnt 
Scottish standards, their imsl; and 
shell have fallen away, but tho living 
kernel lias remained, and that living 
kernel is to bo found in tho teaching 
of such men as I'rincipal Tulloch and 
Mr. Service," 



What is a Bi,oci;ai)k. — On tho 8tu 
ultimo Lord li. Montagu asked tho 
Chancellor of the Exchequer whether 
blockade is not an act of a belligerent 
direc'ed against neutrols (namely, to 
prevent neutrals trading with tho other 
belligor^ it); whether it is uot the 
right of ouu belligerent, against tho 
other buUigerent, to seize his ships on 
tho yea; and, whether tho despatch of 
May 16th does not merely assert that, 
as concerns the Suez Canal, England 
will not permit the oxercino of those 
bolligoi eiit rights against neutrals, but 
says nothing of the acts of one bellig- 
erent agaiiiiit the other (excepting 
lighting on the Canal itself.) The 
Chancellor of tbo Exchequer— 1 would 
observe in reply to the tirst (juestion 
that of course a blockade is au act iii- 
tciukd to prevent neutrals trading 
with iho otiier belligerent. Whether 
it can be said that it is exclusively di- 
rected against the neutral is another 
([uestion, because, of course, if you 
prevent trade between the neutral and 
the other belligerent you are directing 
your action against both parties— the 
other belligerent also.

This hei)ro- 
mised. Why then, my brother, aro tho 
Scriptures just tho one authority which 
you do not refer to ? Who of tho Apos- 
tloa ever preached by tho Archdeacon's 
rule ? Not ho wa.s Ibo Reformation est d. 
lishod. ilow can tho'Church bo rerorn.- 
ed by pioacbing tho immutability of tho 
Church? It is just this rule which ren- 
ders all reformation impossible. Thoro- 
foro tho Church, as if conscious of lalli- 
bility, guards herself against herself, by 
establishing tho supremacy of tho Scrip- 
ture:!. Those who make this tho rule of 
their mini.stry are not schismatics, who- 
ever else aro The Church in tbis land is 
freo, bound by no act of parliament, or 
laws of ecclesiastical provinces. Tho 
orders of the Church of England ore un- 
limited and universal. Tho presbyter and 
the Bi>lioj) receive authority to exercise 
their functions in "ihtt Church of (rod," 
and no word of any other chiiieh addt d. 
Will tlio Archdeacon limit thi.s authority? 
Does ho not know that in pronouncing 
his portonal judgment on cort iiu acts, as 
" a miserable and sinful mockery," he 
condemns uud invalidaties tbe orders of 
the Church of England itself, and of its 
cognate churches on this continent? Tho 
Synod had liberty, for anything 
the Church of Englund would say to 
them. to reform doctrines and ceremonies, 
as well as discipline. The first thing they 
did was to bind their own hands and feet 
with a girdle ecclesiastic. The Church is 
the conyregalion; tbe living, present body. 
(I recommoud to tbeArchdeacon and all of 
the (Church of England, in reference to 
this pruposiiion, as well as (ithera I havo 
touched upon a peru-^ul of Ar- 
tich'S I'.l, 20, 21, 23 of the 
Church of England.) Such a church 
was /;.;»(?,— fully formed (and still exists) 
— her orders, iiotwithi-tanding tbo Arch 
deacon's pera iual judgment, sound; her 
doctrines professedly (and L believe real- 
ly) tlio-o of the Koformation; before any 
ecclesijstical person of tuo Arcbdeacon'H 
viow appi-ared on the Bcone.

A privatu telegram nnnouuces that a 
battle has already began, lioouf Pasha 
who at lir.-<t believed he bad repulsed the 
main body of Russianb on tho other side 
of tho Balkans mnrely drove back a small 
body sout agaiust him as a feint, while the 
bulk 6f the army passed on.

Various dcsiiatches represent that the 
movement on Yeli Saghra was a feint and 
tho real movement directed towards tho 
station fartlior south where the Russians 
have concentrated army corps under or- 
ders t6)priOQeed At bnoe.to Adrianople. It 
is calculated that the Turkish forces not 
already locked up iu the D loubian fort- 
resses do not exceed one hundred thou- 
sand, and that Grand Duke Nicholas has 
sulliciont force at Tirnovu to preventtheir 
interfering with the moyemeot on Adri- 
anople.
